Obama seeks a fresh start 
with 1st summit in 7 years 

MOSCOW I Presidents Obama and Dmitry 
Medvedev end a seven-year hiatus in U.S.- 
Russian summitry on Monday, with each 
declaring his determination to further cut 
nuclear arsenals and repair a badly dam- 
aged relationship. 

Both sides appear to want to use prog- 
ress on arms control as a pathway to pos- 
sible agreement on trickier 
issues, including Iran and 
Georgia, the tiny former 
Soviet republic. Those dif- 
ficulties and others have 
soured a promising link- 
age in the first years after 
the Cold War and pushed 
ties between Moscow and 
Washington to depths unseen in more than 
two decades. 

In advance of Obama’s arrival, a White 
House official said the presidents expect 
to announce progress on negotiations that 
could lead to a treaty to replace the START 
I agreement, which expires Dec. 5. 

More broadly, the U.S. wants to use the 
summit to overhaul the U.S. -Russian rela- 
tionship, “It’s not, in our view, a zero-sum 
game, that if it’s two points for Russia it’s neg- 
ative two for us. But there are ways that we 
can cooperate to advance our interests and, 
at the same time, do things with the Russians

Ex-NFL star and his 
girlfriend found dead 
with gunshot wounds 

NASHVILLE, TENN. | Former NFL 
quarterback Steve McNair’s 
shooting death was a homicide, 
police said Sunday, but authori- 
ties stopped short of saying it was 
a murder-suicide committed by 
the 20 -year- old girlfriend found 
dead by his side. 

McNair, 36, was shot four 
times, twice in the head, by a semi- 
automatic pistol, Nashville police 
spokesman Don Aaron said. The 
woman, Sahel Kazemi, was killed 
by a single gunshot wound, and the 
pistol was found under her body, 
Aaron said. 

Aaron said the two had been in 
a “dating relationship for the past 
several months.” 

When asked whether the deaths 
could have been caused by a lover’s 


quarrel, Aaron said, “That’s a very 
important part of the investigation 
as we work to ultimately classify 
Miss Kazemi’s death.” 

Police said they need to do more 
interviews with friends of Kaze- 


mi’s and McNair’s before they rule 
whether her death was a suicide, 
Aaron said. 

McNair was married with four 
children. He and Kazemi were 
found dead Saturday afternoon

at a Nashville condominium he 
shared with a friend. 

Police earlier said they weren’t 
looking for any suspects and do not 
believe McNair’s wife was involved. 
Mechelle McNair was expected to 
collect her husband’s belongings 
from authorities. 

“She’s still very upset, very dis- 
traught,” agent Bus Cook said. 

McNair led the famous Ten- 
nessee Titans’ drive that came a 
yard short of forcing overtime in 
the 2000 Super Bowl. McNair 
retired last year and had recently 
opened a restaurant in Nashville.

L’AQUILA, ITALY I At this week’s 
Group of Eight summit, the leaders 
will stay in a barracks instead of 
the usual luxury hotel.

Missile Launches Trouble S. Korea 


SEOUL, SOUTH KOREA I The bal- 
listic missiles that North Korea 
test-fired this weekend were likely 
capable of striking key government 
and military facilities in South 
Korea, a defense official said Sun- 
day, amid growing concerns over 
Pyongyang’s firepower. 

North Korean state media 
did not mention the launches but 
boasted that the country’s military 
could impose “merciless punish- 
ment” on those who provoke it. 

Pyongyang launched seven 


missiles into waters off its east 
coast Saturday in a show of force 
that defied United Nations reso- 
lutions and drew international 
condemnation. 

The missiles appear to have 
traveled about 250 miles, mean- 
ing they could have reached almost 
any point in South Korea, an offi- 
cial at the South Korean Defense 
Ministry said on condition of ano- 
nymity. The official said the exact 
details of the launches were under 
investigation. 


The launches on July 4 
appeared to be a poke at Wash- 
ington as it moves to enforce U.N. 
and its own sanctions against the 
regime. 

Adm, Mike Mullen, chairman 
of the U.S. Joint Chiefs of Staff, 
warned the launches were “very 
destabilizing, potentially,” 

But Vice President Joe Biden 
indicated the U.S. would not be 
baited. On ABC, he described the 
flurry of rockets as “attention-seek-

Till Debt Do Us Part 



If your credit card 
bills have gotten out 
of hand, now is the 
time to make a deal 

NEW YORK I They’re the punish- 
ing conditions that come with a 
credit card: interest rates, late 
fees, monthly minimums. As much 
as you grumble, there’s little you 
can do. 

Enter the never-ending reces- 
sion and a shift in the rules. 

With delinquencies and charge- 
offs on the rise, credit card compa- 
nies are quietly negotiating terms 
with people in need of relief. If 
you’re having trouble paying the 
bills, it could be worth picking up 
the phone to call your credit card 
company. 

The Candidates 

Credit card companies are 
tight-lipped about who qualifies 
for adjustments. Among the fac- 
tors a lender will consider are your 
income, your payment history, the 
size of your balance and any other 
debts and assets. A recent job loss 
or other financial emergency could 
be another reason for requesting 
leniency. 

You don’t necessarily have to be 


behind on your bills, either. Bank 
of America says people don’t have 
to be late on a payment to qualify 
for a modification. 

The Options 

Among the most common ways 
a credit card company could ease 
your debt are forbearance, lower 
interest rates and debt manage- 
ment plans. 

Forbearance is when a lend- 
er gives a temporary reprieve on 


payments. Late fees are generally 
waived for the period, meaning you 
won’t get a delinquency mark on 
your credit report. Interest charges 
typically continue racking up. 

Another pain-free way to get 
some relief is by negotiating a 
lower interest rate. 

A more serious option is enter- 
ing into a debt management plan, 
which entails working with a credit 
counseling service to repay your

Fairfax Faces an Identity Problem 



As county mulls move 
to city status, concern 
of urbanization looms 

Fairfax County has long been 
viewed as the ultimate burb, where 
Washington goes to walk the dog 
and water the lawn. But the more 
residents look around, the more 
they see what many have tried 
to avoid: high-rise offices, blight, 
crime and housing that’s more 
likely to have a balcony than a 
backyard. 

That changing reality came 
into focus last week when Coun- 
ty Executive Anthony H, Griffin 
raised the possibility of officially 
making Fairfax a city, prompting 
discussion among county super- 
visors about whether the commu- 
nity of more than 1 million resi- 
dents should highlight its status 
as an enormous jobs center that is 
rapidly urbanizing or embrace its 
classic suburban nature. 

The basis for the idea is largely 
tactical — under state law, cities 
have more taxing power and great- 
er control over roads than counties 
do — and it led to more than a few 


snickers about the thrilling nightlife 
in downtown Fairfax (punch line: 
there isn’t any). 

Regardless of whether the coun- 
ty changes its status — a process 
that requires approval from vot- 
ers, the state and courts — the 
discussion underscored a grow- 
ing tension within Virginia’s larg- 
est jurisdiction, What does Fairfax

want to be: a giant urban expanse 
like many new Sun Belt cities or 
more of a residential suburb, with 
a handful of urbanized pockets 
sprinkled in? 

The Fairfax of today is some- 
where in between. Its 400 square 
miles include a sea of cul-de-sacs, 
parks, pools and soccer fields, 
especially in its southern and west- 
ern stretches. McLean and Great 
Falls remain high-end havens for 
some of the region’s most exclusive 
addresses. Clifton still feels like 
the country. 

Meanwhile, Tysons Corner is 
already an economic and commer- 
cial behemoth, and it’s only going to 
get bigger as development clusters 
around the Metrorail extension. 

For some families, Fairfax 
County is their corner of subur- 
ban bliss. 

“It had all the ingredients that 
I wanted for my family,” said Mary 
Holden, 46, a mother of four, “My 
kids’ schools, their sports teams, 
their friends, the shopping — it’s 
all here. I can go a whole week not 
ever leaving Burke, quite happy.”

AT&T NATIONAL I Tiger Woods made 
it a hat trick of victories in tourna- 
ments hosted by PGA Tour stars, 
this one the most meaningful of all 
because it was his own. 

Woods lived up to his hopes 
of being a “greedy host” Sunday, 
leaving Anthony Kim in his wake 
and then making a 20 -foot birdie 
putt on the l6th hole to overtake 
hard-charging Hunter Mahan 
for a one-shot victory in his AT&T 
National.

Mahan made six birdies on the 
back nine for a 62, tying the course 
record that Kim had set on Thurs- 
day. The final birdie on the 18th 
gave him a share of the lead, and 
Mahan had to wait more than an 
hour to see whether Woods could 
top him. 

Woods twice scrambled for 
par to stay tied for the lead, then 
looked as though he squandered 
a good birdie chance on the par-5 
I6th when his chip from the rough 
came out heavy and stopped 20 feet 
from the hole. Backing off once, he 
rolled in it, then walked stoically to 
the hole, nodding his head. 

He closed with routine pars to

FAST FORWARD 


I just switched from my crusty old 
Nokia phone and a Palm Zire to an 
iPhone 3G ($99 finally did it), and 
I’m thrilled with the smoothness 
of the operation on the iPhone. Did 
the price drop to $99 on the 3G — 
and the new 3GS — shoot the legs 
out from under the Palm Pre? I 
can’t imagine I’m the only guy who 
was sucked in by the $99 iPhone. 
There’s a risk of that. On the other 
hand, $100 is not a huge difference 
in price when you look at the total 
cost of operation of a phone. For 
instance. Sprint’s $70 plan includes 
unlimited texting; AT&T’s doesn’t 
include texting at all, and paying 
$5 per month for its cheapest tex- 
ting add-on adds $120 to the two- 
year term of the plan. 

So, I was playing around with a 
Palm Pre in the store while I was 
waiting for my current phone to 
be repaired. Everyone raves about 
this phone, but I thought it felt 
really cheap, almost like a toy, 
compared to other smart phones. 
The iPhone has a nice metal- 
lic case, and most BlackBerries 
have a substantial feel to them. 
The Pre felt like something that 
was going to break about the 50th 
time you go to open it. What’s all 
the buzz about with this cheap- 
feeling device? 

You need to spend some time play- 
ing with the software on it. I have 
never seen multitasking on a phone 
done better. Palm got that right 
in a 1.0 release; it’s a lot harder to 
bolt that kind of feature on later, 
as Apple maybe finding out. I can’t 
argue that there are some cheap- 
feeling aspects to the Pre, like the 
plastic edges exposed when you 
slide it open and that silly little 
cover for its USB port. But overall, 
it seems pretty solid to me. 

This may be too basic a question 
to answer, but is there an easy 
way to change the default search 
engine in Safari from Google to 
Yahoo or something else? There 


doesn’t seem to be an option in 
Preferences, and the only solu- 
tions I’ve found (via Google search, 
of course) seem to require down- 
loading tools that I’ve never heard 
of (and am therefore leery of). 
Firefox, of course, gives you a pull- 
down menu that lets you create as 
many search tools as you want.

I’m not hearing-impaired, 
but I often like to have the TV on 
with the sound off, and CC lets me 
follow along while I’m listening to 
something else. Will the two ever 
be compatible? I imagine there 
are hearing-impaired people who 
would like to watch HD broad- 
casts over HDMI and use closed- 
captioning. 

This is news to me — HDMI is a 
digital connection, so I don’t see 
why it wouldn’t send over CC info 
that’s part of a DTV bitstream. 

Do I need an antenna to go with 
my DTV converter box? I don’t 
want to climb the roof, but I’ll be 
happy to get a small internal one. 

Unless you’re living right next 
door to a TV transmitter tower, 
yes, you will need an antenna. 
DTV is no different from analog 
TV in that respect. Plug in your 
address at DTV.gov to see what 
sort of signal you’re supposed to 
be able to get.
